Exhibitors,  on  arrival,  will  iuimediatily  report  thtnifdves  at  the  c  fliee  of 
the  Secretary,  who,  with  the  assistance  of  the  Conmiittee  of  Manaj;e- 
uient,  will  allot  ajtproj»riate  pens  or  space  for  their  ixhibits.  This  day 
none  but  members  of  the  General  C<ininiittee,  Officials,  l].\hibit(.rs,  and 
necessary  attendants  will  be  admitted. 

2.  All  articles  lor  exhibition  nius-t  be  on  the  grounds  on  Monday, 
Sept.  27th,  after  which  day  none  will  be  received  exeijitLive  Stock, 
Flowers  and  other  pei'ishable  articles,  which  Vv/11  \k-  nceived  up  to  H 
o'clock  on  Tuesday  morninjj:,  Sept.  28th  ;  unavoidable  delays  to  be  dealt 
with  at  the  discretion  of  the  Executive.  All  necessary  erections  and 
bulky  articles  requiring  to  be  put  together  on  the  grounds  or  in  the 
buildings,  must  be  finished  and  all  rubbish  removed  not  later  tlian  12 
o'clock  on  Saturday,  Sept.  25th,  as  no  s^uch  work  can  be  permitted  dur- 
ing the  show  week. 

3.  The  Exhibition  will  be  open  to  the  public  on  Tuesday,  Sept. 
28th,  at  2  o'clock  p.  m.,  when  an  opening  address  will  be  given.  The 
grounds  and  building  will  be  open  each  succeeding  day  to  visitors,  from 
9  a.  m.  to  5  p,  m  Admission  25  cents.  Children  10  cents.  Bands 
of  music  will  be  in  attendance. 

4.  The  Judges  will  meet  at  the  Secretary's  office,  on  Tuesday,  Sept. 
28th,  at  9  a.  m.  to  obtain  entry  books,  and  proceed  to  award  premiums. 
On  completing  their  work,  which  must  be  finished  by  Wednesday  noon, 
they  will  hand  over  their  books  and  reports  to  tin;  Secretary,  and  will  be 
furnished  with  the  re((uisite  prize  tickets,  which  it  will  be  their  duty  to 
l»lace  carefully,  and  as  soon  as  possible,  upon  the  various  articles.

8.  Plants,  flowers,  Koot;,  Vej;i  tables,  and  articles  not  elsewhen; 
enumerated,  may  be  entered  up  to  Saturday,  Sept.  IHth,  one  clear  week 
])recedin;j;  the  show. 

9.  ExhibitDrs  of  bulky  articU's,  re({uirint;  extensive  accommodation, 
must  communicate  with  the  Seen  tary  on  before  i\londay,  Sept.  KUh, 
stating  what  space  they  will  require,  in  order  that  there  may  b<;  time 
for  tlie  Committee  to  make  the  requisite  arrangements. 

10  Exhibitors  will,  in  every  case,  give  the  necessary  personal  at- 
tention to  whatever  they  exhibit.  Necessary  attendants  upon  live  stock, 
and  workmen  actually  re(piired  to  attend  to  machinery,  will  be  furnished 
with  admission  tickets  (price  25  cents)  with  their  names  written  upon 
them,  whic'i  tickets  will  be  good  at  the  Ihliibitun  (Jute  only,  during 
the  show,  such  tickets  to  be  obtained  i'rom  the  Secretary,  by  personal 
api»lication.

12.  Articles  from  other  countries,  and  especially  from  other  pro- 
vinces of  the  Dominion,  are  .solicited,  but.  not  for  competition.  The  Com- 
mittee will  have  the  power  of  granting  a  limited  number  of  honorary 
certificates  for  such  articles. 

13.  All  expenses  incurred  for  the  conveyance  of  articles  or  animals 
to  and  from  Ker.tville,  placing  tliem  in  the  exliibition,  and  maintaining 
them  while  there,  .shall  be  borne  by  the  exhibitors,  who  must  likewise 
undertake  all  risks  of  less  or  damage.  Articles  mu^t,  in  every  case,  be 
delivered  and  unpacked,  free  of  expense  to  the  committee. 

14.  Each  exhibitor  will  receive,  from  the  Secretary,  an  entry  ticket 
for  every  article  to  be  exhibited  by  him,  and  he  is  required  to  affix  such 
ticket  upon  the  article  or  animal  which  he  exhibits,  or  upon  the  stalls.

20.  Any  person  who  thall  attempt  to  int'rfere  with  the  judges  while 
in  the  di.schargo  of  their  duties,  or  who  shall  attemi)t  to  influence  their 
decisions  by  his  presence  or  r< marks,  or  who  shall  afterwards,  within 
the  limits  of  the  show  grounds,  usr  any  contemptuous  or  abusive  lan- 
guage in  conse(juenco  <if  any  award  made,  shall  Ibrfeit  his  right  to  any 
premiums  to  which  he  might  otherwi.se  be  entitled,  and  be  otherwise 
dealt  with  as  the;  committee  may  ditermiuo. 

21.  Any  exhibitor  who  may  feel  aggrieved  in  consequence  of  any 
irregularity,  is  requested  simply  to  draw  the  attention  of  the  committee 
of  the  department,  or  of  some  mend)ers  of  the  Executive^  Committee  to 
such,  without  entering  into  any  discussion  apt  to  cause  hindrance  or  dis- 
traction. Should  he  not  receive  what  he  uuiy  consider  sufficient  redress 
on  the  spot,  he  must,  nevertheless,  abide  by  the  decision  given ;  but  he 
may  at  the  close  of  the  Exhibition,  hi  ingthe  matter  before  the  committee 
by  written  statement,  with  a  view  to  full  enquiry.
